MI thefe things are trifling and of no 
Contequence, 

Then he objects againft the Article of 
Shipping, but torgets, that ic is not deny’d 
for Eaglifh Ships to bring from Holand ur 
Germany any Goods to them whatfoever, 
and there are enough of them, without let- 
ting the Dutch into the Trade, and make 
them Carriers to Britsin, when our own 
Ships and Sailors want Employment. 

Then he wantsa Port in Scotland to im- 
port /rifh Wool. There isno need to con- 
dition in the Treaty for it, they may on 
Demand have as many as they pleafe, and 
England might have more if they wanted it 
the Reftraint being defign’d for the /rifh not 
the Englifh. 

So all thefe mighty Demands are over. I 
come next to their Calculations on the E- 
quivalent, and its being repaid in 11 Years: 
Suppofe | allow it to befo, 1 fee no Argu- 
ment to be drawn from it, they are Equi- 
valents to one another ; England gives the 
Money as an Equivalent to the Cuftoms, 
and Scotiind pays the Cuftoms as an Equi- 
valent tothe Money. The Neceffity of the 
one is the Reafon of the others and if the 
Cuftoms did not pay it again, I would ask, 
why it is advanc’d at al? Bur ftill che Caicu- 
lation is fuppofititious as to Time allo, and it 
may be too Years and more, for any thing 
appears in this Calculation ; and if it may 
bea longtime, thenthe Confideration for 
a Rifque of its Certainty is worth more 
than common Intereft, fince ifthe Cuftoms 
of Scesland do noc encreafe, and as fome 
fuggeft, Trade fhould decline in scostand, 
they inay perhaps de never repaid ar all. 

If the Cuftoms do encreafe, the Trade 
encreales, and then the Union helps them 
to eacreafe 3 and fo the fooner ic is paid, 
the more they get by the Union, and the 
longer ’cis a paying, the Greater the Ha- 
zard to Engdand is, ia advancing their ready 
Money and this t chink, is all can bz made 
of their nice Caicelations 3 of which I hall 


fpeak more largeiy by and by. » 


But then, fays this wife Gentlema ne

1y good Projeét indeed, and yet they would,
